Dr. Emerson declared that he did 
not need to waste a m inute anywhere 
in the United States convincing an 
audience that the booze business is 
a bad thing. 
He said that

proportion of saloon men honestly ad­ 
mit that the! whole saloon business 
ought to be dkitie away with. 
"’I here is Lilt one question,” said 
he, “and that is the question of the 
solution. 
A majority of the people of 
the United States want to 
see 
the 
drink business go. 
We have the sen­ 
tim ent, but we do not act together. 
"W e are going to carry 
the 
dry 
amendm ents in California this year, 
hut the fight in California is merely 
a skirmish. 
We m ust attack the main 
bulwark." 
He said that Oregon’* Legislature 
allowed a compromise law to be pass­ 
ed after the state had voted an ab­ 
solutely dry measure by 11,000 ma­ 
jority.
